During the rain, electric and hail 
storm that passed over a part of the 
county Wednesday afternoon about 
5:30, Arthur M. Henry and his little 
son, Arthur, Jr., were knocked to 
earth by a lightning stroke. Col. 
Henry fell on his face and remained 
in that position until his son's re- 
covery, who went to his father and 
found him apparently dead. The 
boy is about 12 years of age and he 
asserts that his father was not 
conscious when he got to him and 
blood was running from his nose. 
Tbe boy gave the alarm and some 
negro men, who wera working in a 
field near by, ran to Col. Henry and 
picked him up and carried him to 
the house. Physicians here were 
telephoned and they at once started 
in automobiles for Col. Henry's 
home, near Newstead. When they 
arrived they found Col. Henry un- 
ccnsciousand blood still runing from 
his nose and they realized at once 
that the patient was in a critical 
condition. By proper treatment 
Col. Henry regained consciousness 
in about two hours after the physi- 
cians reached him. but one of them 
remained with him during the night. 
Thursday morning Col. Henry was 
considered out of danger and will 
be entirely well in a day or two. 

The lighting stroke burned his 
left eye badly, his spine is affected 
and his ncsa and upper lip are cut, 
but whether it was done by the 
lighting or by his striking a hard 
substance when he fell, is not 
known. . 

Col Henry and his son saw the 
rain cloud coming and went out to- 
gether to drive some young turkeys 
to shelter. Both received the light- 
ning stroke and fell. The boy re- 
covered, but has no idea how many 
minutes he was unconscious. 

Col. Henry is now in his 62 J year, 
but is a man of vigor and health. 
He is one of the best known men in 
the county and is a progressive and 
successful farmer. He is a strong 
believer in education and is chairman 
ofthecuunty board of education. 
He attended the recent meeting of 
the Kentucky educational Associa- 
tion in Louisville and his excellent 
paper read before tbe meeting re 
ceived much complimentary com- 
ment. Tne paper was published in 
full in the Kentuckian. His host of 
friends everywhere hope that he 
may soon be out again. 

During the storm a great deal of 
hail fell in the Newstead neighbor- 
hood, but it did no damage to the 
wheat crop.

The natural habitat of these fly- 
men is on platforms up in the flies, 
many feet above the stage, and when 
not otherwise employed they have 
the disconcerting habit of audibly 
gossiping and playing cards. Then 
there are the electrician and his as- 
sistant?, whose business it is to op- 
erate the lights. The humblest of 
the regular staff is the "grip." This 
man handles scenery and does gen- 
eral utility work about the stage. 
When exigency demands the force 
is added to from the roustabouts who 
usually infest the stage entrance, 
eking out a miserable existence 
through casual jobs and "sponging" 
upon the members of the regular 
staff.— The Strand.

Dr. Henry Borgson deplores the 

tendency of philosophical thinkers to 
let their reasoning powers run away 
with them. That tendency is not 

confined to philosophers. It is the 
habit of all people, whatever their 
capacity, to give wide range to their 
reason and let go the primary facts 
or ideals with which they started out. 
He thinks it is absurd for a person 
to push his reasoning far frcrn the 
tangible fact, for in that fact may be 
more truth than in all their logic. 

This opinion should tend to in- 
spire those people who are very ver- 
bose in argument with more modesty 
than they seem to possess. Our rea- 
soning is really the weakest of our 
powers. It is so full of half-glance, 
prejudice, vanities and personal 
sympathies, as to make our conclu- 
sions thoroughly unreliable. The 
true rule of argument is to state the 
fact and the principle which it illus- 
trates, and cling to them as the best 
assurance that one can have for his 
contention. There is nothing that 
has proved such a jungle in human 
experience as unguarded and unre- 
stricted reasoning. The idea or doc- 
trine that is true appears easily 
without a tortuous course of logic tc 
reveal it.— Ohio State Journal.

with four standard varieties of apple 
trees free of charge and has also 
■greed to advise and train the mem- 
bers of the association in the care and 
general cultivation of the young trees 
and orchards during the next five 
years. 

When the newly grafted young trees 
were received by the association In 
Rowan county they were divided 
among the members, to be placed In 
home gardens for the summer's 
growth. In Hardin county It was de- 
cided itest to plant and cultivate the 
(10,000 young trees In one nursery plot 
Wliil.- plans were being discussed aa 
to the best place and manner of car- 
ing for this nursery work the agri- 
cultural class of the county high school 
offered to tuke the trees and carry 
them through the summer until trana- 
plantlng time next autumn. 

Just next to the high school at Bllst- 
abethtown a fertile piece of sod land 
was broken and carefully prepared for 
the tender young stock. The day the 
planting took place was made some- 
thing of a gala day for the students, 
especially as two experts from the 
state agricultural station, n government 
expert and n Louisville newspaper 
man came to inspect the work.

KILLED BY A MORO 



Story of the Murder of Captain 
John Watson. 



Was Slain In Philippines While Aalaep 
Lieut Edmunds. His Companion, 
Who Haa Narrow Eacape. Says 
Spear Cut Spinal Cord. 

The first detailed story of the kill- 
ing of ( apt. John Watson of the 
Eighth cavalry and the serious wound- 
ing of Lieut. Kinzle B. Edmunds by 
• wild mora at Bier lake on December 
18. has Just reached here, writes a 
Manila correspondent of the New York 
Sun. The news la contained In a let- 
ter from Lieutenant Edmund* him- 
self, to his friend. Capt. A. A. King, at 
Fort McKlnley. 

The letter follows: 

Hospital, Jolo. Jan. 17. 

"I suppose you would all like to 
hear what happened December 18, the 
night poor old Wstsoo was killed, so 
I"! write down exactly what happened 
as I saw It, and you may paas It 
around if you wish. 

"F and II troops camped the night 
of December 18-19 on the sea beach 
at Slet lake, about eighteen miles from 
Jolo. 1 was attached to H troop and 
living with Watson. It was a bright 
moonlight night, an.l we had a reason- 
ably heavy guard on. Everything 
looked safe, but evidently there was 
a hole that was not corked. Not hav- 
ing made camp until three o'clock, we 
were tired. After a swim, went to bed 
at 9:30. Just before turning In Wat- 
son remarked his h«ad waa downhill. 
1 said to put something under the legs 
of his bunk to raise It. but he said it 
was easier to turn around, so he slept 
with his head at the tent door. 

"About 10:30 I woke up to see plain- 
ly in the entrance a Moro with a 
barong. He was jumping about, cut- 
ting to the right and left right merri- 
ly. His position brought him within 
easy range of both bunks. I let forth 
a yell that aroused the camp, and 
swung my legs In and to the head of 
the cot, ending by sitting on the head 
of the cot with my left side toward 
she door; then reached for my pistol 
and, of course, could not find It I 
had taken It out of the holster and put 
It where I could not miss finding It 
but some of the bed clothes must have 
covered It when I moved, and I had 
to keep my eyes on the Moro. Instead 
of coming Into the tent he stepped 
back out of sight for a second, then 
reappeared with a spear about ten 
feet long, the longest I have seen. 
With this he made two lunges at me. 
swinging far back on his rear foot 
then driving forward with all his 
might. He was a busy little bee. The 
moon light shone on the tent and I 
waa In the shadow. I managed to 
parry each thrust with my left arm. 
still trying for my pistol with my 
right hand; then he stepped bad 
again and reappeared coming toward 
the tent with his barong. 

"Two plstoi shots sounded outside the 
tent (Sax ton) ; he staggered but con- 
tinued; then the crash of a shotgun 
(Wells); he was hurled back; I could 
see his legs fly over his head. He 
struggled to an elbow. Van Natta 
emptied his pistol Into him, and he 
became a good Moro. 

"Watson had not moved. I called 
htm twice, then called for a light. 
They brought one. He had slight cuts, 
two through the spinal cord. I don't 
think he ever woke up; I don't sup 
pose the whole business lasted over 
thirty seconds. 

"Cut, right leg. half way between 
knee and ankle, six Inches long, diag- 
onal across bone and calf; cut, left 
knee, nearly parallel to leg and a lit- 
tle to the left of center through pa- 
tella and Into both bones to Joint. 

"Coear cut, left little finger, length 
of finger to bone; spear puncture, left 
elbow, slight. Can't account for this. 
Thought a parried both lunges to left. 
One went through my pillow. 

"They sent for the launch that night 
and not me back to Jolo about throe 
next day. Everything has healed ex- 
cept knee, which was infected. Drain- 
age tubes, dressing every day, etc. 
It's slowly getting well. All but two 
of the tubes have been removed. 
There were six. An operation may be 
necessary after the wound closes to 
restore motion. 

"Going to come north as soon as I 
am able to travel."

BROWNING AND 8UFFRAGE. 

Robert Browning was at one period 
of his life an enthusiastic advocate 
of votes for women. "He approved 
of everything that had been done for 
the higher instruction of women," 
writes his biographer, Mrs. Sather- 
land Orr, "and would, not very long 
before his death, have supported 
their admission to the franchise. 
But he was so much displeased by 
the more recent action of some of 
the lady advocates of women's rights 
that, during the last year of his life, 
after various modifications of opin- 
ion, he frankly pledged himself to 
the opposite view." At one time, it 
appears, Browning contemplated 
writing a play in support of the 
movement. Had this design been 
carried into effect, Miss Elizabeth 
Robins would have been anticipated 
by about twenty years.

VALUABLE HINT ON SEWING 

Little Tip That Will Make 8ewlng of 
Lace Around Circular Piece of 
Cloth Eaay. 

For sewing lace around a circular 
piece of cloth, some preparation of 
the lace is necessary. Here is one 
woman's way: Roll the lace Into a 
tight roll and sew down the end with 
a few basting threads. Stand the roll 
In a shallow dish of warm water juat 
dep enough to cover the edge that is 
to be sewed on the gooda; let it stand 
In the water three or four minutes; 
If left too long the water will soak 
up and wet the whole roll, which is 
not desired. When the edge for half 
an inch or so (on wide lace) or as 
deep as desired, is well wet, take out 
of the water and leave In the roll un- 
til thoroughly dry. When it is dry 
and unrolled the edge which was In 
the water will have shrunk ao the 
lace will curve around and lend itself 
readily to the round edge of the 
goods, requiring no fulling on, at 
otherwise would have to be done.

If it burns out 
quickly, leaving a cleaf, crisp, gray 
ash, the silk is pure; but if it smoul- 
ders and leaves a heavy reddish-brown 
ash It has been treated with chemicals 
and will not wear well.

When a dark serge suit or dress 
has become shiny looking with wear 
sponge it with hot vinegar and press 
it in the usual way.
